By 
putting  circumcision  eight  days  after  natural 
birth,  God  forever  prevented  tht>  effort  to 
circumcise  the  unborn,  as  it  is  ijaid  some 
priests  have  tried  to  do  iu  baptizing  in- 
fants. 

Birth  bad  to  precede  eircume.isioji,  and 
the  child  hud  to  be  alive;  there  jis  no  inti- 
mation that  they  should  circumeisj-  the  de*1*!. 
So  it  is.  tis  Baptists  see  it,  spiritual  hirfh 
should  precede  baptism,  if  otherwise  it  is 
equivalent  to  attempting  to  Imptjze  the  un- 
born. 

To  Baptists  infant  baptism  is  a (perversion 
of  all  of  the  sacred  teachings  about  baptism. 
1.  It  goes  beyond  wliat  is  written,  as  con- 
fessed by  Sehaff-llerzog  above.  (2.  It  puts’ 
inference  above  the  precepts,  ord{  r and  ex- 
ample of  the  written  word.  3.  It  puts  an 
act  to  be  intelligently  obeyed  before  either 
consciousness  of  what  obedience  it  or  know- 
ledge as  to  what  it  means.  4.  It  puts  in- 
ference before  the  order  of  the  (•.oiiiiiiission 
as  given  by  our  Isml,  for  He  put  both 
teach  and  believe  before  baptize,  (Matt 
28:19;  Mk.  16:16.)  45.  Infant  baptism  has 

underneath  it,  somehow,  the  idea  that  it  is, 
iu  some  tvuy,  beneficial  to  the  child  bap- 
tized. As  best  we  can  learn  that  is  where 
it  started.  But  no  Baptist  and’ not  many 
intelligent  Protestants  believe  such  Homisli 
folly.  Yet  for  a Baptist  to  uniti  wiitli  the 
Methodists  is  to  sanction  the  doctrine  of  in- 
fant baptism,  because  the  Methodists  hold, 
teaeh  and  practice  it.  Neither  could  any 
real  Methodist  honestly  come  to'  the  Bap- 
tists, without  u change  of  belief,  because  all 
such  know  that  the  Baptiats  utterly  reject 
the  doctrine  and  practice  of  baptizing  in- 
fants. Honesty  must  rule. 

Another  point  of  difference  between  the 
Methodists  and  Baptists,  which  forbids  any 
honest,  intelligent  Baptist  from  joining  the 
Methodists,  or  any  such  Methodist  from 
uniting  tvith  the  Baptists  without  a real 
change  of  belief,  is  the  act  of  baptism. 
That  is,  just  what  constitutes  bapt isnt. 

Methodists  hold  that  so  far  as  the  act  is 
concerned,  either  sprinkling,  pouring,  or  im- 
mersion is  Scriptural  baptism;  While  Bap- 
tists hold  that  no  act  is  Scriptural  baptism 
but  the  entire  immersion  of  the  body  in  wa- 
ter. With  Baptists,  without  immersion 
there  ig  no  Scriptural  baptism.  The. rite 
consists  of  a definite  act,  which  a<t,  accord- 
ing to  the  mcaniug  of  the  word  rendered 
baptize,  is  immersion.  This  is  admitted  by 
the  best  authorities.  See  Liddell  and  Scott, 
seventh  edition,  page  274;  and  Iyof  ^J.  H. 
Thayer’s  ( i reek  English  lexicon  of  the  New 
Testament,  page  94.  This  is  shown  to  be 
the  meaning  of  the  word  by  the  fact  that 
Christ  was  baptized  of  John  in  Jordan  and 
came  up  straightway  out  of  the  water,  and 
that  the  people  were  baptized  “ihj  the  river 
Jordan.” — Mark  1:5,  9.  10.  It  is  also- 
shown  by  the  fact  that  when  I’hilip  went  to 
baptize  the  eunuch,  “they  both  went  down 
into  the  water,"  and  that  after  the  baptizing 
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they  both  came  up  out  of  the  wator.HiAets

CHAPTER  XX. 

The  Coming  of  Christ  and  the  Kingdom. 

We  have  seen  in  our  previous  studies  that  ■ 
the  Kingdom  of  God  is  both  coming  and  to 
come ; that  it  is  first  a reign  in  the  hearts 
of  Christ’s  people  and  then  a reign  of  Christ 
in  the  earth  with  His  people.  The  first 
stage — the  reign  of  Christ  in  the  hearts  of 
His  people — is  but  the  preparation  of  the 
citizens  of  the  Kingdom.  The  Kingdom  it- 
self, in  the  full  meaning  of  the  term,  is  the 
empire  of  God  in  the  earth.  This  empire 
is  to  be  world  wide,  it  is  to  include  the  po- 
litical commercial,  social  and  spiritual  life 
of  man,  and  is  to  be  headed  up  in  C hrist  who 
is  to  reign  with  Ilis  people  and  through  His 
people  over  the  earth. 

Some  illustration  of  the  principle  here  in- 
volved may  be  afforded  by  the  history  of 
our  own  country.  It  was  after  the  revolu- 
tion that  the  colonies  became  the  United 
States.  There  was  first  a period  when,  by 
struggle,  men  were  prepared  for  citizenship 
in  the  republic.  Through  the  preaching 
of  a new  political  gospel  men  were  born 
again  in  their  civic  thought.  They  refused 
to  be  subject  to  the  dominion  of  England. 
They  were  converted  to  a uew  ideal  in  gov- 
ernment, and,  having  been  born  again  po- 
litically, they  were  ready  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a new  empire,  the  republic  of  the 
United  States.  But  the  republic  was  not 
established  until  after  the  political  birth  of 
the  people  had  taken  place.  The  first 
great  work  was  that  of  the  preparation  of  a 
citizenship  out  of  which  and  with  which  the 
government  could  be  organized. 

So  with  the  Kingdom  of  God.  The  first 
great  work  is  that  of  preparing  the  citizens 
for  the  Kingdom.  This  is  the  task  to  which 
Jesus  first  sets  Himself  in  the  dispensation 
of  grace.  In  His  teaching  concerning  the 
Kingdom  of  God  lie  places  special  stress 
. njKUi  this  feature  in  the  Kingdom’s  estab- 
lishment because  men  arc  prone  to  overlook 
their  own  fitness  for  the  benefits  and  bless- 
ings of  heaven,  and  then,  too,  there  can  be 
no  empire  of  peace  and  love  without  a cit- 
izenship in  which  the  spirit  of  peace  and 
love  is  an  element  in  the  very  nature  of  each 
individual  citizen.  But  after  the  citizenship 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  prepared,  then  will 
come  the  establishment
